The presence of the North Carolina varsity foothall eleven here to-
dny offers an excellent suggestion for a discussion of the lnmentable
weakness of the South Atlantic universities in failing to form an in-
tercollegiate association. Stch a body would do more for the hooming
of all college athletica in its section 'han all the desultory meetings of
the past twenty-five years. It i8 up to the pawers in all the universi-
ties of the section to forget past squahbleg and to form such a body to
regulate and control intercolleginte athletics in all branches in this sec-
tion. Let's take football, for example.

Seven universities stand out pre-eminent in athletics in the South
Atlantic section—Virginia, Georgetown, Washington and Lee, Virginia
Polytechnic Institute, North Carolina, South Carnlina, and North Caro-
lina Agricultural and Mechaniceal. Nevertheless, it iz almaost imposgible
to find & champion for the rection. Take a look at the following football
kchedules of these teams, and note how wenk they are, so far as finding
the hest of the section.
